‘piece-goods dealers, He and his pasiner took 
an active part in the business. Leung died in 
1899. Witness took an active part.in the 
business from the time the business started up |. 
till 1894, and then the business was left to 
Chan Wa to mabage, both puriners’ going 
to Canton, Leung Wai Ting joined’ the 
firm o5 a partner in 1899 in succession to his’ 
father. At the end of cach year witness came 
from Canton (o see how the business was going 
on, They paid the manager $216-per anoum, 
no more. If there was good profit he got a 
bonus, not otherwise: He was allowed to 
draw money for his own use besides his wages, 


Ifhe wanted to borrow monoy he did 80 from the, 


firmi, and every year he overdrew about $100, 
He drew that for the support of his family, 
An entry in the book produced for $5,6c0 
drawn by the manager was treated aS settled. 
That meant that the amount was what had 
been over-drawg in various yearly sums, and 
wilness did not press for repayment, and so 


period of 30 years. No receipt or 1,0,U, 
was given for the amounts drawn, The

quently did so, went to the shop, and there saw 
five strangers who, be was told, were fokis; who 
bad been placed there by some ‘of the creditors. 
They cartied on the business ‘and received all 
monies paid, and took away $ro for their own 
expenses every day.

FIRE AT CANTON, 
en — 
THE CANTON- PHANROW RAILWAY. 


[From Our Own Correspondent}

. ; Canton, Feb. arth, 1906. 

A. veiy disastrous fire occurred ths alter- 
noon, between four and five o'clock, Twenty 
or more houses and shops were buroed just 
west of the west bridge on Shameen. The fire 
stated in un eating house, A small boy was 
doing some cooking and ‘while moving about 
witha lamp let itfall, The fire spread rapidly.” 
The Chinese hand pumps were slow in getting 
water to bear on the fire. The houses ‘right 
along the canal which separates Shameen fron 
the -city were buroed, The matshed on the 
Shameen bridge: was also destroyed, ‘The 
Shameen ‘fire brigade turned out-with the fire 
engine and worked hard, It was largely due 
to the efforts of the Shameen brigade that 
the fire was kept from crossing the canal and 
travelling east along the canal, ‘This is one of 
the worst fires we have had in( anton for some 
months, 


THE RAILWAY AND. THE GENTRY. 


There is little to be learned in Canton re- 


‘garding the ‘present status of the railway ques- 
tion. No one scems disposed to talk, It 
seems to be perfecily well understood by all 
parties that the syndicate that was formed to 
raise funds for building the railway will not be 
allowed to underiake the work. The officials 
will build the railway. It nay not be under 
the direction of the present Viceroy, but it is a 
Government railway and Government will build 
it. The people appear to understand this now. 
The gentry have no Jack of money. $:0,000,0c0 
can easily be raised. It is not uplikely that 
some kind of pressure will be brought to bear 
upon some of the rich men who have subscrib- 
ed and that their money will find its way intu 
the railway. It looks like a back down fér the 
people. The official appointed to mediate be- 
tween the gentry and the Viceroy has not yet 
arrived, but the matter has:now come to be 
understood and the settlement will not be so 
difficult, Since the Bast Asfatic news publish- 
ed the sheet reflecting upon the officials all the 


papers have been notified ‘not to discuss the | 


question in their columas. Consequently we 
read the papers in vain to find any information 
onthe subject. But it is strange that no one 
has been arrested or punished for sending out 
the sheet already referred to.
